Street bomb explosion was recalled 
again tonight when police arrested 
Noah Lerner. 33, an electrician, on 
a charge of homicide in connection 
with the disaster which killed more 
than thirty persons 
on

18, 1920.

Doyles told him that while they were 
In Russia they were forced to take 
two boarders into their home, one of 
w*hom they said was Lerner.

Lerner, it was said, slipped into 
the United States on the Homeric, 
which arrived on-May 3 last, despite 
the vigilance of detectives both here 
and in various European ports neither 
his sailing nor 
his 
arrival having 
been discovered. 
Authorities had been looking for 
Lerner since the 
Doyles 
returned 
from the Kuzbas Colony and told 
their story immediately upon their 
arrival. 
After a long search Lerner 
was located In Bensonhurst, a well to 
do section of Brooklyn. Lerner, nat­ 
tily dressed, and with a cap covering 
a mass of blonde hair, was question­ 
ed in police headquarters for more 
than an hour tonight. 
Officials said 
he admitted he had spoken about the 
“little red wagon” but refused to say 
anything further about the explosion.

SAN DIEGO, Calif., May 12.—Two 
bodies supposed to he those of Col­ 
onel Francis Marshall, formerly 
at­ 
tached to the staff of the chief 
of 
cavalry of the army, and Lieutenant 
Charles Webber, aviator, who disap­ 
peared while flying from San Diego 
toward Tucson, Ariz., December 7, 
of last year, were found today in the 
Cuyamaca Mountains of this 
coun­ 
ty. 
As soon as the report reached this 
city, Major Henry Arnold command­ 
ing Rockwell Field, from which Web­ 
ber took his last flight, having Col­ 
onel Marshall as a passenger, organ 
ized a party to visit the scene and 
try to identify the bodies and the 
wrecked machine. 
He expressed lit­ 
tle doubt that the bodies were those 
of Colonel Marshall and Lieutenant 
Webber. 
The machine in which the two dead 
aviators were found had been burn­ 
ed. 
Nothing was left but the skele­ 
tons of the two men. 
Finding of the bodies was reported 
to this city tonight by George W. Mc­ 
Cain a cattleman, whose range is in 
the Cuyamaca Mountains. 
He made 
his report to Joseph Peterson, care­ 
taker of the Cuyamaca 
dam 
who 
telephoned the news to this city. 
McCain said that he was out with 
one of his cattlemen on the mountain 
which is called the South Peak of the 
Suyamaca range, practically at the 
summit of the mountains between 
San Diego county and Imperial Val­ 
ley when he came across the wreck­ 
ed machine. 
It had shorn off the 
tops of two 
pine 
trees 
standing 
150 to 175 feet high. 
According to 
McCain, there was little l#»ft of the 
airplane except the motor, strips of 
the fuselage and parts of the frame 
work.

Stringless 
String Beans 
Green string beans 
cooked with 
pot roast are a favorite accompani­ 
ment of that dish. 
Another method 
which makes a savory dish is to cook 
the half-grown beans in veal stock. 
Use enough stock to cover the beans, 
add a branch of parsley finely-chop­ 
ped and a half a bean of garlic. Sea­ 
son with salt and pepper; cook slow­ 
ly in a tightly-covered dish for three- 
quarters of an 
hour.

String 
beans, 
naturally 
divided 
into the two classes, green podded 
and wax podded, each have their de­ 
votees, although it must be said that 
of late the green podded sorts seem 
to have grown In popular favor, more 
because the rust shows so plainly 
on the wax podded sorts and often 
they present an 
unappetizing ap­ 
pearance when spotted with the rust 
although the green podded sorts rust 
quite as readily. 
There is also much difference of 
opinion as tp the relative flavor of 
the wax and the green podded sorts. 
The difference, at any rate, is not 
very pronounced but there is a dif­ 
ference in quality of the strains of 
beans grown. 
There are two types of pod, the 
flat podded and the round podded. 
It Is maintained by some gardeners 
that the most brittle, stringless and 
productive type is the round podded. 
The stringless green podded bean is 
a good example of the round podded 
sorts and its high quality is known 
especially in the 
improved 
strains. 
The seed always should be procured 
from a seedsman of known reliabil­ 
ity and reputation as it is an easy 
m atter to pick up 
cheap 
inferior 
seeds and find a fine crop of stringy 
beans, although the seed packet was 
labeled “stringless.” 
Bountiful is an excellent example 
of the flat podded bush type. It is 
of superb quality and goes a long J 
way to dispute any claims of super-! 
icrity for the round podded sorts. 
Wax beans furnish the earliest of 
all the round podded sorts. 


Increase In Freight Business. 


“Few people realize how great has 
been the Increase in the freight busi­ 
ness handled by the railways recent­ 
ly as compared with the correspond­ 
ing weeks of previous years,’’ says 
the Railway Age. 
“It has been an­ 
nounced repeatedly that the number 
of cars 
loaded 
with 
freight 
has 
broken all records, for this time of 
year, but how completely all previous 
records have recently been surpassed 
is not generally known. 
One almost 
begins to wonder in studying the fig­ 
ures if the productive capacity of the 
country has any limit. 
In January, 
February, March and April the total 
number of cars loaded with freight 
was 15,094,386, an Increase over the 
previous high record—that of 1920— 
of almost l l per cent. 
That sounds 
big enough; but it does not make an 
adequate 
impression because the 
freight business has been increasing 
at an accelerating rate. 
In the four 
weeks ended April 2S the total num­ 
ber of cars loaded was 3,793,963. or 
29 per cent more than in the corre­ 
sponding weks of 1920. 
“If cars 
were 
carrying 
smaller 
loads than at the same season in past 
years these figures would not be so 
significant, but the average tonnage 
being loaded 
per 
car is relatively 
large. 
The average number of tons 
hauled per loaded 
car 
in January 
was 29 tons. 
This was larger than 
in any previous January except in 
1921 and 1918. The average load per 
loaded car in February was 28.6 tons. 
This was larger than in any previous 
February. 
The 
American 
Railway 
Association 
in 
its 
recent “Traffic 
Forecast for 1923“ estimated that the 
number of cars loaded weekly would 
reach its peak in the week ended Oc­ 
tober 20, and would then be 1,080,000 
cars. The highest record ever reach­ 
ed was in the week ended October 
14, 1920, when it was 1,018,539 cars. 
If general business activity should 
continue to increase as it did until to­ 
ward the end of April there ** ould be 
a demand In October for the loading 
and movement of approximately 1,- 
250,000 cars a week. Even those who 
are most 
optimistic 
regarding the 
amount of business the railways can 
handle with their existing facilities

Athletic union to Paddock's running 
iii Paris. This pleased the sport lov­ 
ers because there had been frequent 
complaint that 
neither 
President 
Millerand 
nor 
premier 
Poincare 
could find time to encourage the de­ 
velopment of athletics 
in 
France 
through 
their 
attendance 
at 
big 
games and other sporting events. 
M. Poincare has no favorite sport, 
except as politics may be considered 
a game. 
He exercises by working 
hard. 
M. Millerand limits his physi­ 
cal play to 
brisk 
early 
morning 
walks. Ile wears trousers of the col­ 
lege boy length, just touching his 
shoe tops. He steps out for his walk 
as though he were late getting 
to 
work and lacked the carfare to get 
him to his job on time. 
As president, M. Millerand gives 
periodical hunts for visiting 
chiefs 
of state and members of the diplo­ 
matic corps, but only because this is 
required by traditional courtesy. M. 
Millerand at these hunts never has 
fired a gun.

WASHINGTON, May 
12.—Taxes 
aggregating many millions 
of 
dol­ 
lars will have to be refunded by the 
treasury as a result 
of a decision 
made public yesterday by Commis­ 
sioner Blair of the internal revenue 
bureau, declaring certain kinds 
of 
corporation dividends exempt from 
taxation as income. 
The refunds 
will come from claims filed under an 
amendment to the 
tax reguations 
covering distributions out 
of earn 
ings or profits by holding corpora­ 
tions accumulated prior to March I, 
1913. 
The ruling reverses the previous 
practice of the bureau, which 
has 
held that profits of earnings turned 
in by a corporation to its holding or 
parent corporation lost their identi­ 
ty and therefore w'hen distributed as 
dividends were taxable as income. 
Now, however, 
the bureau 
will 
trace the funds created bv the sub­ 
sidiary company through the 
hold­ 
ing corporation finally to the stock­ 
holder who. the decision holds, need 
not pay ta r on them. 
High treasury officials 
were un­ 
able tonight to estimate the number 
of claims for refund, many of which 
have been pending several years, 
that will be made valid by the ruling 
It was said that undoubtedly some of 
them would result in full repayments 
while the greater part of those now 
on file would require refunds to be 
determined by re-audits of the 
tax 
returns.

The great aim of Uncle Sam is to so 
rehabilitate the disabled soldier that 
ae will stand on an equal competi­ 
tive basis regardless of his disabil­ 
ity.
